UntlKho became Britain's colonial minister under 


tha Lloyd George government, Churchill, a brilliant li 
erratic statesman, wag regarded as 
a fixture.

At the close of the war. Churchill inaugurated a- 


pretentious progr&m of expansion1 of British interests In 
tho Near and the Far East. Millions of dollars of Brit- 
ish money were poured into fantastic plans for strength- 
ening the position of the Empire in territories which had 
thrown off old yokes as a result of the war. 
Churchill failed to bring his grandiose dream of colonial 
expansion to a-successful, conclusion was the major sin 
with jvhlch, he is charged.

things which he undertoo is Is more than likely that ha 
would ha-\e come through In spite of ~ the opposition 
which he aroused, from those, who through Idealistic 
sentiments, could not approve of-his gamble.

the population, which thought Churchill's program*was 
a repudiation by John Bull of the principles for which, 
the war was fought. They were sincere In their antag- 
onism, and In the main comprised the, yotlnger men, who 
had*grvtm So much on the battlefield. -But until the 
secretary for the colonies brought Britain to the border- 
line of war as a result of hl« permcious^tneddling In the 
affairs of other nations they were fig-htlng a losing battle. 
The threat of another war gave them their chance, and 
Churchill tumbled. The ignominy of his failure is still 
sufficiently fresh ic the minds of the voters to keep him, 
out of tha house of commons.

Loeb. who has-just died, did not suc- 
ceed In discovering the secret of the 
origin of life. A score of years ago 
he was the center, of much excited 
interest, for then some thought that 
he had all but put his hind upnn 
-the great secret and was just on the 
potnt^of- making living organisms out 
of non-living substance. 


But Professor Loeb's aim waj far 
more modest 
than 
that. 
H.e was 


trying only to produce artificial fer- 
tilization of the eggs of certain ani- 
mals, notably aea urchins and fr-jgs. 
Indeed It-waa parthenogenesis (vir- 
gin birth) i\hlch he sought to induce 
by artificial means,, an* In this he 
succeeded 
-

I once visited his laboratory in 


California, where his tUou i.u%el ex- 
periments with sea urchins 
wero 
under way. The "artificial" element 
in the' process consisted mostly In, 
the expert manipulation of the eggs. 
but beyond giving certain natural 
processes an oppoitunlty to aet to 
work, there seem tad to be no essen- 
tial artificiality concerned. 


Egg» that had not been fertilized 
by the male elmeut wer* induced to 
develop and to hatch out tho young 
under the Influence of hyper- tonic.

tion of his views or personality. He 
has not even pretended that he knows 
more about his father's compositions 
than anyone else. 
Altogether Sieg- 


fried is very much of a man and a 
very sympathetic and likeable one at 
that. He is here on a fine and im-
